Group, as the official representative of the Central Bank of Somalia in the United States. 



We look forward to receiving your assistance as we seek to progress on a number of 
important fronts. Qf these, the most critical is to determine where funds rightfully 
belonging to Somalia and its people are still frozen in U.S. banks or other financial 
institutions. Now that the U.S. and Somalia have resumed normal diplomatic relations, 
it is critical that any frozen funds, perhaps due to previous sanctions, be released back 
to the Central Bank of Somalia.
